he genus Gongora has not enjoyed the publicity and popularity of the related 
Stanhopea. Yet there is a growing number of species being grown in this coun- 
try, thanks mainly due to seed raised plants and recent importations from nurseries 
and individuals such as Warnambool Orchids, Royale Orchids and Rod Rice. A 
small booklet has been produced by the later, which is available through the 
Australian Orchid Foundation for $25. In this issue, Perry Larsson discussed in 
detail the species he cultivates accompanied by some wonderful colour pho- 
tographs of their bizarre blooms. Most importantly Perry provides a number of tips 
for their successful cultivation plus some historical information. 

Rob Hitchcock has written an excellent down-to-earth cultural article on what 
he refers to as “Shady Ladies” — the genus Zygopetalum and its hybrids with 
closely related genera. The range of colours in these easily grown plants is con- 
stantly expanding, with the added bonus of delightfully fragrant flowers. Rob and 
his partner Peter trade under The Orchid Oasis, on the mid north coast of New 
South Wales. They are both seen at many of the major orchid shows and fairs and 
their nursery at Mitchells Island is open on weekends from 10am to 4pm, and on 
weekdays by appointment — telephone 02 6553 2991. 

We are pleased to publish another new Australian epiphytic orchid species in the 
AOR, one of the pencil or rat-tailed orchids. David Jones and Mark Clements 
describe this new Dockrillia species from far north Queensland in this issue, being 
a member of the Dockrillia teretifolia (syn. Dendrobium teretifolium) complex. 

We have decided to no longer include the Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
new registered orchid hybrid lists in the AOR. We have found that only a tiny per- 
centage of readers were interested in this and most would prefer we devote this 
space to more interesting articles, photographs and other orchid matters. Current 
Orchid Hybrid Lists may be downloaded direct from the RHS website 
(http://www.rhs.org.uk/plants/registration_orchids.asp). Parentage searches and 
grex name searches may also be used on this site for prior registrations.

have been collecting and growing 
Hi Stanhopeas for quite some time and now 
have amassed a good collection of differ- 
ent species. About ten years ago I was 
inspecting a newly arrived consignment of 
Stanhopeas at a nursery, and found 
amongst the plants one marked “Gongora 
quinquenervis-tricolor’. I purchased this 
plant out of curiosity and placed it 
amongst the Stanhopeas. After three 
weeks I noticed two inflorescences and 
moved the plant indoors. It flowered with 
15 flowers on both inflorescences, and 
because of the unusual shape and configu- 
ration I wanted to find out more about this 
genus. I have since then managed to build 
up an extensive collection and after a trial 
period managed to have many of them 
flowering. 

During the summer months I grow them 
in a shade house on wet coir doormats to 
keep up the humidity with the pots on river 
pebbles for proper drainage. A fan is oper- 
ating during most of the day. Stanhopeas 
are hanging in front of them and the leaves 
of two large palms filter the sunlight dur- 
ing the summer months. During the winter 
I move the plants indoors to a converted 
hobby room using electric lights. When 
inflorescences show up, I hang the plants 
from hooks in the roof about a metre from 
windows facing north. 

During summer I water every second 
day and fertilise with Campbell B weekly 
at full strength. About once a month I give 
them a fish emulsion solution. During win- 
ter I water weekly and change fertiliser to 
Campbell A and the pots are now on peb- 
bles in plastic plates. I always water by 
hand and in the morning as the new shoots 
a very prone to crownrot. I use rainwater 
as much as possible, which I first run 
through a fine sieve. I have cut the bottom 
of 2 litre PET softdrink bottles, drilled sev- 
eral Imm holes in the caps and fitted filter 
cloth inside and then use them as fine fil- 
ter to remove as much impurities as possi- 
ble. For media I use a mixture of medium 
pine bark, perlite and cocochips plus 
10mm pebbles and keep the plants in 
140mm basketpots. 

I have noticed (the hard way) that 
Gongora do not like insecticide or fungi- 
cide. Therefore most of the time I use 
homemade chilli-garlic spray or in severe 
cases Natrasoap if needed. 

Since the Spanish botanists H.Ruiz and 
J.A.Pavon collected what was to become 
Gongora quinquenervis in Peru and 
described the plant in 1798 there has been 
many species named Gongora quinquen- 
ervis even if they were not from Peru or 
looked like the plant that still is in the 
Madrid University Herbarium. There is a 
continuous renaming of species and for- 
merly named plants have been described 
as synonyms of other plants. Some 
botanists have split up the genus in differ- 
ent subgenera and then the opinions vary 
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which species belongs to what. Even if it is 
rewarding to manage to identify the plants 
correctly it should not overshadow the fas- 
cination of growing and _ flowering 
Gongora. 

Often when you obtain a new plant the 
name of the label turns out not to be the 
correct one and then it is to check available 
sources and try to rectify it. I am using 
Monograph of the genus Gongora by 
Rudolf Jenny (available from 
Orchidaceous Books) and Gongorana, a 
small publication by Rod Rice (available 
from the Australian Orchid Foundation) to 
help identify plants. There is also helpful 
information on websites and the online 
search engine Google can be of assistance. 

Rudolf Jenny suggests that the fra- 
grance components should be analysed by 
spectrometer to identify different species. 
That is fine if you have another plant to 
compare with, but the original plants in 
different herbaria have lost their scent long 
ago. It would be possible to establish a 
DNA library of the type species and use 
this as anorm. But at this stage that will be 
an expensive exercise. 

Gongora flower buds take a long time to 
open after they have grown to normal size. 
The reason why this happens is because 
during that time the fragrance components 
are produced. After the flowers open this 
production does not occur. The release of 
the scent is therefore rationed during the 
flowering, and only happens when the pol- 
linators, male Euglossine bees, are active. 
I have had several plants with flower at the 
same time placed indoors and the fra- 
grance has been released at once usually 
about 2pm. The room was then been filled 
with scents of vanilla, chocolate, cinna- 
mon, lineament etc. 

The following descriptions are of the 
plants that I flowered and photographed 
during the winter and spring of 2005. 

Gongora bufonia was first described by 
J. Lindley in 1841 in Edwards Botanical 
Register. The plant grows at the coast in 
the state of Sao Paolo, Brazil from 300m 
and up to 800m above sea level. The name 
comes from the Latin name for the toad 
family Bufonidae, and with some imagina- 
tion the labellum resembles a toad. My 
plant had one inflorescence with 21 flow- 
ers and a fragrance that I could not iden- 
tify. 

Gongora fulva was described by J. 
Lindley in 1839. The plant grows in 
Panama at sea level and in Colombia up to 
1200m above. The name describes the red- 
yellow colour of flowers. I had 18 flowers 
on a 35cm inflorescence and the fragrance 
was that of lineament. The flowers lasted 
20 days. 

Gongora gracilis is arecently described 
species. It originated in Ecuador and was 
described by Rudolf Jenny in 1985. My 
plant was purchased as a Gongora nigrop- 
unctata which it definitely is not. Even 
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Gongora gracilis

though Jenny described the background 
colour as yellow and my flowers are more 
white than yellow I still think it is Gongora 
gracilis. I had two inflorescences with 21 


and 23 flowers and the fragrance was that 
of cinnamon. The flowers lasted about 
three weeks. 

Gongora histrionica was first described 


by H.G.Reichenbach fil. 1854 and grows 
in Costa Rica, Panama and Colombia on 
the Atlantic side. The name from Latin 
histrionicus which means actor and I can- 
not explain why this name was given to the 
plant. I had one inflorescence 52cm long 
with 32 flowers and one three weeks later 
35cm long with 18 flowers. The scent was 
that of vanilla. 

Gongora_ pleiochroma_ was first 
described by H.G.Reichenbach fil. 1860 
and grows in Peru, Ecuador, Colombia and 
in Brazil. pleiochroma means “many 
colours” as the flowers come in a variety 
of colours. My plant had flowers in brown- 
grey with faint yellow labellum. I have 
another plant that had all yellow flowers. 
My plant had three inflorescences one 
after the other. 

Gongora rufescens was described by 
Rudolf Jenny in 1985 and comes from 
Colombia with rufescens meaning “red as 
a fox”. My plant had 24 flowers on a 50cm 
long inflorescence. The fragrance was 
very weak but pleasant and I could how- 
ever not identify the same. The inflores- 
cence came to an unhappy ending as the 
pot slipped out of a stand when I was tak- 
ing photos of the flowers and it broke off 
at the base. 

Gongora tricolor was described by 
H.G Reichenbach fil. 1854 and has been 
named as synonyms of Gongora macu-

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lata, Gongora pleiochroma, Gongora 
quinquenervis and more. It has been col- 
lected in Colombia and there have been 
unconfirmed finds in other countries. 

Gongora truncata is a species that 
many botanists will place in a subgenus by 
itself. It was first described by J.Lindley in 
1843 and is found in Mexico, Belize and 
Honduras. I had two inflorescences with 
10 and 12 flowers respectively. I had this 
plant in a steel wire basket hanging from a 
hook in the roof with the pot placed in a 
plastic container with river pebbles and 
water. I was having my morning coffee 
and watching the early news on TV and 
suddenly I thought I saw the basket mov- 
ing. When it happened again I thought it 
might be an insect or something else that 
caused the movement and went up to 
investigate. I found that it was the flowers 
that opened up and caused the basket to 
move. When the lateral sepals sprung open 
one after the other the whole arrangement 
moved. There must be some power in 
these small flowers. 

Gongora galeata has been placed in the 
subgenus Actropera but has changed name 
several times. J.Lindley described the 
plant as Maxillaria galeata 1831 but 
changed it to Acropera galeata in 1833. 
After many name changes Reichenbach 
fil. gave it its present name when he reor- 
ganised the genus in Xenia Orchiadacea 
1858. Galeata means helmet after the 
shape of the dorsal sepal. I had two plants 
flowering at the same time with inflores- 
cences only about 20cm long with 
between 12 and 20 flowers each. The plant 
originates from Mexico and Guatemala. 

Gongora quinquenervis is as previous 
mentioned the type species of the genus. It 
grows in Peru and in the south of Ecuador. 
I have had many plants labelled as 
Gongora quinquenervis but when flower- 
ing invariably turned out to be different 
species. Ironically, the plant that I consider 
a true Gongora quinquenervis was pur- 
chased as Gongora armeniaca (but it was 
not). The plant flowered twice last year 
first with 30 flowers on one inflorescence 
then later with two with 22 and 18 flowers. 
The fragrance is a very pleasant chocolate 
scent. 

Being Swedish, living in Australia and 
growing South American orchids can be 
seen as a little bit odd, but it is a fascina- 
tion and a passion and I will keep on doing 
it. This article was originally published in 
Swedish (in a slightly different form) in 
The Swedish Orchid Society’s magazine 
Orkideer March 2006.

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O: nursery is called The Orchid Oasis 
and is based 26km from Taree in the 
delta of the Manning River on Mitchells 
Island, near the township of Manning Point. 
The nursery has a long history of growing 
Cymbidium and Zygopetalum orchids, 
starting over 26 years ago by Peter Grady in 
his backyard at Jannali, Sydney. It is the 
growing of Zygopetalum alliance orchids 
that the Nursery has developed an approach 
to improve home growers success. 

Peter started growing Cymbidiums seri- 
ously to supply the needs of his sister’s 
florist shop at Circular Quay. To give flow- 
ers at different times he developed a side- 
line of Zygopetalums for spring and 
autumn flowers. As with many ‘Cymbid 
Addicts’ the Zygopetalums were relegated 
to the back of the growing house. Some of 
this area was under a Blue Spruce and 
believed to be too dark for orchids. Early 
techniques for growing orchids were 
shared with Peter by Alvin Bryant along

with plenty of good orchids. 

After a few hot summers the plants in 
this dark area really stood out, with deep 
green unblemished foliage compared to 
the 50% light level in the ‘Good Growing 
Area’. The flower production was the 
same, but people baulked at buying spotty 
orchids. Once the nursery was moved to 
the Island a purpose built area was 
designed with 80% or more shade. We 
learned that not all 80% shadecloth is 
equal and if spotting occurred more shade 
was added. The spotting referred to is well 
known to many growers and often mis- 
taken as fungal spots. Stress from high 
light produces a fine even spotting less 
than Imm spread evenly over the leaf. This 
is sometimes seen accompanied with a 
slight yellowing through the leaf. Fungal 
spots typically are 5mm or bigger, dark 
brown or black with collapse of the cells 
creating a depression. So light levels are 
the biggest secret we can share of these 
rewarding orchids. 

The modern

(“Zygos”) can include a range of genera in 
its background including Zygopetalum, 
Neogardneria, Pabstia (syn. Colax) and 
Promenaea. As can be expected there is 
some variation between how different 
hybrids grow, but below we will outline 
how we grow Zygos at The Orchid Oasis. 

The modern Zygos, with the dominance 
of Zygopetalum species is mainly a sub- 
tropical to warm temperate grower and dis- 
like the true tropics. That doesn’t mean 
they are shy about heat. Our nursery annual 
temperature range from —1°C to +1°C in 
the winter with 44°C to +45°C peaks dur- 
ing summers. During unusually cold or hot 
warmer you can add a few degrees either 
way. The Zygopetalum orchids handle this 
weather with vigour, growing quickly from 
flask to flowering. They have been grown 
with success in Tasmania to Southeast 
Queensland. I firmly believe that many of 
the problems that people experience with 
this group are due to culture not the cli- 
matic limits of the plants. 


Light 

As mentioned before, light is the secret 
to an easy life growing Zygos. We use 80% 
shadecloth, but there may be difference in 
other areas. As with all orchids, learn from 
them and you can’t go wrong. With our 
temperature range, with intense heatwaves 
to 45°C regularly every summer, 80% 
shade gives good protection, yet enough 
light to grow healthy plants. In milder 
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areas with shorter winters more sun could 
be given. While the light may cause no 
spotting during 10 months of the year, it is 
during these critical events that the maxi- 
mum needed shade level for your area can 
be gauged. As it seems the weather is not 
going to become milder, these extremes 
need to be catered for. Once the correct 
light level has been chosen the rest of the 
cultural requirements for Zygopetalums 
are straightforward and very similar to 
Cymbidium culture. 


Pot Size 


How big do you pot Zygos is often a 
controversial topic. The modern quality 
hybrids need plenty of room to grow and if 
catered for are refreshingly fast. Our pro- 
duction goes from flask to community pot 
for six months. Then they are transferred 
into deep 50mm forestry tubes for an addi- 
tional twelve months. After which these 
are then potted into a 140mm pot. Plants 
usually come into flowering after another 
1 1/2 years. This is our usual commercial 
flowering size. Some varieties, particu- 
larly large flowered breeding, can take up 
to another six months to flower. The 
Zygopetalum root system must have plenty 
of room to grow or vigour will be reduced 
directly affecting flowering. Often the 
orchids have filled in a 140mm pot within 
one year and need to be potted on.

Potting Mix 

We produce our own mix of 5 parts raw 
hard 10mm Pine Bark, 2 parts Rice Hulls, 
2 parts coarse Sand. This works well dur- 
ing our Wet Winters. Any quality blend 
Cymbidium Mix is _ suitable for 


Zygopetalums, but always check that 
coarse river sand has been used as fine 
sand can cause water logging during heavy

rain. During one winter wet we received 
40cm (14) of rain over three days. Good 
drainage is worth the investment. 


Fertilizer 


Anybody who has been near our nursery 
or has seen us at an orchid fair or horticul- 
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tural event over the last ten years knows of 
our belief in low nitrogen with high potas- 
sium slow release formulas. A once a year 
application for the 9-month blend we use 
is all that is needed. Added to this is a tea- 
spoon of dolomite for pH control and a bit 
of calcium. 


Watering 


During Peter’s introduction to 
Cymbidiums by Alvin Bryant, he learnt 
about using a watering cycle of ‘Wet to 
Dry’. When the pot is fairly dry, but with 
still light moisture present, give the plant a 
heavy watering. Then wait until the pot is 
almost dry before watering again. The 
time between watering varies with the 
temperature and air movement. A general 
rule is that you can water less in cool 
weather and more in hot. Also, water more 
in windy weather and less on still days. 


Flowering 


What’s not to like in a orchid that flow- 
ers reasonably quickly from tube, can 
flower more than once a year and produce 
multiple flower spikes from each flowering 
bulb. Most Zygos flower when the new 
bulb is 1/3 to 1/2 mature. Almost 
overnight, spikes emerge from within the 
young leafs. As can be expected flowering 
varies between breeding lines. Some 
exploratory crosses have produced barely 
10cm inflorescences hidden by 25cm 
foliage. The best are straight and tall, hold- 
ing the flowers clear of surrounding leaves. 
The most spikes per bulb we flowered were 
five on a Zygonaria cross. In fact the 
Zygonarias have been some of the most 
productive, with Zygonaria Adelaide

Meadows and its’ hybrids real showoffs. 
To date Zygonaria Adelaide Meadows x 
Zygonaria Kings Park has been a favourite, 
being an open flower with predominantly 
green petals and a purple-blue and white 
labellum. Each spike was firm and straight, 
never needing staking and the flowers clear 
of the foliage. Productivity was high with 
two on average for a first flowering and 
three spikes per bulb on the second bloom- 
ing. The display was produced twice a year 
from each plant. Though not a show pony, 
a plant with 8-10 spikes always drew admi- 
ration. The main flowering time is spring

and autumn, but visitors to the nursery can 
see flowering Zygos throughout the year. 
One of the benefits of combining closely 
related genera has been the extending of 
the flowering season. 


Perfume 


A stand out feature of this group is their 
perfume. Few plants in the whole can com- 
plete with Zygopetalum mackayii for 
knock-you-over scent. Thankfully many 
breeding lines have kept the smell, but

reduced it to enjoyable levels. The main 
still is jasmine-like with honeysuckle 
tones, but others styles are present, includ- 
ing a sweet apple come freesia style. 
Flowers have to be two days old before 
they start to release their perfume. 

The last twelve years of running a nurs- 
ery have been an interesting one for us. 
While a gay run business is often a novel 
or confronting issue in the broader com- 
munity, it raises few issues in the Orchid 
World. Sure, not everyone is comfortable, 
but there usually has been room for all. We 
certainly aren’t blazing a trail and follow 
many others. It’s refreshing to be judged 
on the quality of our orchids rather than 
lifestyle choices. It’s part of the magic of 
orchids and the way it brings people 
together from such different backgrounds 
to share their love of these plants. |_|

Introduction 

Studies into Dockrillia calamiformis reveal that populations on 
northern parts of Cape York Peninsula have crowded yellowish 
flowers and a different labellum structure to specimens from fur- 
ther south. These populations are described as new at species 
rank. 


Taxonomy 
Dockrillia sulphurea D.L.Jones & M.A.Clem., sp. nov.; 
affinis D. calamiformi (Lodd.) M.A.Clem. & D.L.Jones, sed 
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floribus sulfureis pallentibus, centro rufo sparso; midlobo labelli 
multo latiore (4-5 mm lato), marginis multo undulatis; apice 
labelli acuto ad acuminulatum, differt. 

Type: Queensland. Cook District. Flowered in cultivation 10th 
August 2005 at Australian National Botanic Gardens, D.L.Jones 
19236, originally collected from rockpile area near mouth of 
Pascoe River, Cape York Peninsula, 13 Sept. 1983, D.LJones s.n. 
(holo CANB, iso BRI, NSW). 

Description: Stems pendulous, branching outwards to form 
series of tiers, straight, to 1.5 m long, 3-4 mm wide, dark green to 
yellowish. Leaves pendulous, terete, 10-35 cm long, 4-6 mm 
wide, mid-green, not grooved. Racemes spreading, 35-55 mm "' 
long, 5—8-flowered. Flowers moderately crowded, 20-35 mm 
long, 35-45 mm wide, pale sulphur yellow with numerous red- 
dish central spots and short streaks. Sepals and petals widely 
spreading. Dorsal sepal erect to suberect, oblong-tapered, 20-25 
mm long, 2.5-3.5 mm wide. Lateral sepals widely divergent, nar- 
rowly oblong-lanceolate, 20-25 mm long, 3-4 mm wide. Petals 
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suberect, divergent, linear to linear-oblong, 20-25 mm long, 
1.5—2 mm ‘wide. Labellum porrect, ovate-lanceolate when flat- 
tened, 18-22 mm long, 6-7 mm wide, curved throughout; lateral 
lobes erect, obtuse, heavily marked with red; midlobe elliptic, 
broad (4-5 mm across), central margins strongly crinkled; apex 
acuminate to long-acuminate; upper surface with 3 wavy ridges 
extending nearly to apex. 

Distribution and Ecology: Occurs on northern parts of Cape 
York Peninsula, Queensland, more or less between Cape York 
and the Pascoe River, but disjunct and only growing in areas with 
a suitable moisture regime. It grows on trees, rocks and boulders 
in rainforest, rockpile vegetation, sheltered gullies and humid 
areas of open forest; 5-150 m alt. Flowering: August to 
November. 

Recognition: The new species is generally similar to D. 
calamiformis but differs by its pale sulphur yellow flowers with 
central reddish streaks and spots and a much broader labellum 
midlobe (4-5 mm across) with strongly crinkled margins and a 
shortly pointed apex. By contrast D. calamiformis has cream to 
white flowers with reddish or purplish markings and a narrow

labellum midlobe (3-3.5 mm across) with a long, narrow, attenu- 
ate apex. The flowers of the new species tend to be less evenly 
arranged in the raceme and present an untidy crowded appearance 
when compared with those of D. calamiformis. 
Conservation Status: Apparently widely distributed on north- 
ern parts of Cape York Peninsula and conserved in National Parks. 
Etymology: The Latin su/phureus, sulphur-coloured.

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his plant of Cattleya Lulu was grown 

by Keith Scott in Wagga Wagga in 
southern New South Wales. It is a cross 
between C. Brabantiae and C. Penny 
Kuroda and is predominantly made up of 
the spotted species C. aclandiae and C. 
guttata and the pink C. loddigesii. It more 
than fills a 30 cm squat pot and stands 
about 70cm tall. It carried 46 open flowers 
and 14 buds on 14 inflorescences. All 
foliage is blemish free and the rampant 
root system basically surrounds the pot. It 
was presented in this state for benching at 
the March 2006 monthly meeting of the

I feel this plant is worthy of attention 
because of its vigour and floral display 
which are testimony to the skill of the 
grower as much as the ability of the plant. 
The climate in Wagga Wagga is a difficult

one for orchid growers with long cold 
winters and very hot and dry summers, 
yet Keith’s plants are always floriferous 
and well presented. Although tending to 
specialise in the Cattleya alliance he is 
also successful with other genera, having 
recently received a Bill Murdoch certifi- 
cate for an excellent flowering of the 
native thumbnail orchid Dockrillia lin- 
guiformis (syn. Dendrobium _ lin- 
guiforme). 

Keiths cultural regime for his Cattleya 
Lulu is as follows: 

The plant was purchased in a 150 mm 
pot in 1998. It was potted-on into a 300 
mm squat potting using a pine bark and 
gravel mix in 2002. 

During summer the plant is removed 
from the hot house and grown in a shade 
house where it is kept cool and humid with 
the use of evaporative coolers and by man- 
ually fogging as often as possible. I 
attempt to keep the humidity above 40%, 
which is not easy when the outside humid- 
ity often falls below 20%. 

During winter the plant is placed into a 
3.6 x 2.4 metre polyflute house where the 
minimum temperature is kept above 8°C. 

The plant is watered and fertilised with 
the rest of the orchid collection, which is 
the usual mixed genera variety. 

There is also a fair bit of luck involved 
too! |

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Highway Bypass 
Threatens Rare 
Underground 
Orchid 


Or of the rarest plants in the world 
is under threat from plans to 
upgrade the Pacific Highway near 
Bulahdelah, north of Newcastle, New 
South Wales. 

The native orchid, Rhizanthella sla- 
teri, is one of three described species in 
the genus that spends its entire life 
underground and is currently listed as a 
vulnerable species. 

The Australasian Native Orchid 
Society (ANOS) says Bulahdelah has 
the world’s largest concentration of the 
plant but it could be destroyed by the 
proposed 8.5 kilometre bypass of the 
town. 

An ANOS representative, Allan Dash 
says there are also concerns about the 
project’s environmental impact state- 
ment because it omits any reference to 
the orchid’s existence. 

“They’ve refused to reveal a) the 
numbers and b) the location,” Mr Dash 
said. 

“The Australasian Native Orchid 
Society highly concurs with not reveal- 
ing the location of the orchids because 
they’re so rare but we can’t see why the 
information revealing the numbers to be 
destroyed by this project aren’t suitable 
for release.” 

Meanwhile, another rare orchid 
threatened by the Bulahdelah bypass, 
Corybas dowlingii a recently described 
helmet orchid, has been listed as an 
endangered species. a

These 
trophies are presented to recognize supe- 
rior orchids which have been benched at 
orchid shows or received quality awards 
during the year and further reward excel- 
lent cultural techniques. They also serve to 
encourage orchid hybridising and line 
breeding and the resultant development of 
suitable hybrids for horticultural purposes.

Native Orchid Society (ANOS) and three 
representatives/judges from the Orchid 
Society of New South Wales (OSNSW). 
The 2006 judges are Bill Dodson, Mike 
Harrison & Darryl Smedley (ANOS) and 
David Banks, Irene Bodell & Ian 
Chalmers (OSNSW). Murray Corrigan is 
the independent Chairman.

IBTC Technical Officer, Bill Dobson has pro- 
vided the following notes to assist photog- 
raphers. 


Suggestions for 
Better Images by 
Bill Dobson 


1. Get a tripod. If you want sharp images 
then you can’t afford any camera shake. If 
you're photographing flowers they are not 
going to run away so you have plenty of 
time. Use the tripod and either use a remote 
control or timer on the camera, so you're 
not touching it at all. 


2. Good light. Where possible use natural 
light. If this is not possible then use fill 
flash, but be careful not to overexpose. 


3. For more accurate photo colour, you 
may need to adjust your camera settings 
according to the main source of light. Most 
cameras these days allow you to set the 
White Balance for the available light source. 


4. Focus. Check that you are actually 
focusing on the plant and not something in 
the background. 


5. Background. Use a neutral background. 
Try a sheet of cloth or some hobby card- 
board. Remove any distracting things such 
as white tag or cards or certificates. 


6. Get close. Fill the frame with the shot 
that way you won't have to crop later and 
the shot will be the as large as possible. 


7. Check ISO. Shoot the lowest ISO that 
your camera will allow in the conditions. 
Lower ISO means lower noise. Lower noise 
means sharper picture. 


8. Set for highest resolution. Most cam- 
eras allow you at least three settings Hi, 
Normal and Basic. As a principle always, 
where possible, use the highest setting 
possible. More pixels generally allows for 
better resolution. Remember a megapixel is 
one million pixels; so a 5-megapixel camera 
captures approximately five million pixels. 
The more pixels your image has, the greater 
its detail. 


9. Take multiple pictures. A digital image, 
until you print, doesn’t cost anything. Take 
many pictures from different angles and at 
different settings. 


10. All digital cameras capture image 
files in a format called JPEG. JPEG was 
designed to compress the file size of pho- 
tos and can handle as many colours as are 
in the picture. JPEG compression is more 
than adequate, although it is a lousy format, 
So it is important to remember not to com- 
press a file that is already in JPEG format, 
especially if you are looking for the best 
quality print possible. Also remember that 
each time you save the file it will lose some 
data and will not look or print as well as the 
original. |_|

An old name resurfaces 


by Gordon Giles 


| BRS hybridizing Cymbidium orchids 
about 1955. My father Leo Giles and I 
started Wondabah Orchids at Carlingford 
during the great orchid boom, around 
1951, when a plant of Cymbidium 
Girrahween ‘Enid’ or something similar, 
would sell for a £100, which was a lot of 
money at that time. My father supplied the 
capital and business know-how, and I the 
nursery expertise. We ran a very success- 
ful business. 

The bubble burst, as they do, and it 
became obvious that other ways to survive 
had to be found. We decided that we 
would produce Cymbidium seedlings. Till 
that time most seedlings were imported 
from England. I was the first person to 
produce these on a commercial basis. I 
definitely was not the first to produce 
orchid seedlings. Gentlemen such as A.B. 
Porter and Andrew Persson were kind

enough to teach me the art. Before the 
introduction of ‘clean air cabinets’ it was 
not easy. We had little to work with, but 
decided our main aim was to produce 
bright colours. We were quite successful. 
Crosses such as Coraki, Sensation, 
Wallara, Wyanga and Wallacia were great 
steps forward and indeed some people are 
still using selected clones to breed with 
today. 

When my father died, I decided I had 
had enough of retailing, which involved 
long hours and weekends. I set up a nurs- 
ery at Vineys Lane in Dural, where for 
some years I grew Cymbidiums, 
Phalaenopsis, Cattleyas, Oncidiums, 
Anthurriums and Stephanotis for local 
and overseas flower markets. 

Times changed again. The export mar- 
ket ceased to be profitable, so I set up 
another nursery in Quarry Road Dural in 


1969 and moved the cymbidiums there to 
be grown and sold as pot plants. This was 
possibly the first time cymbidiums were 
grown purely as a flowering plant for 
indoor decoration. I also moved into 
indoor foliage plants. 

It was at this time, about 1976, that I set 
up Keith Wallace Pty.Ltd. with my good 
friend Keith. This operated out of Vineys 
Lane, where it still operates to this day. 
During all this time I was still breeding 
cymbidiums and just selecting an odd out- 
standing one to keep. Clones such as 
Sensation ‘Vieux Rose’, Pharaohs Gold 
‘John’s Delight’, and Wallacia ‘Burnt 
Gold’ were converted to tetraploids. 
These have been invaluable and indeed 
many hybridisers are still in love with 
Pharaohs Gold and especially Wallacia, 
which has been a wonderful source of 
bicolour flowers. 
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Cymbidium Lunar Glow ‘Dural’ 


In 1993 I closed the other nursery in 
Quarry Road, moved the few selected 
cymbidiums to Vineys Lane, and decided 
to devote much of my time to breeding. 
Keith still manages the whole show. We 
have quite a large area of heated 
glasshouses where we grow our foliage 
plants, and a modern virtually automated 


area for our cymbidiums. Our specialty is 
flowering cymbidiums for the pot plant 
trade, but we have been so successful with 
our breeding that we have often been 
asked about selling seedlings to hobby- 
ists. 

We are finally in a position to do this. 
Up till now stock has been a problem as

Collectors’ Plant Fair 


he second Collectors’ Plant Fair at 

Bilpin on 22 & 23 April was once 
again a great success with thousands of 
plants changing hands between 47 special- 
ist plant growers and thousands of enthu- 
siastic plant people in an atmosphere 
buzzing with excitement. 

The beautiful mountain property of 
Woodgreen and two days of brilliant 
autumn sunshine provided the perfect set- 
ting. With a backdrop of cattle grazing, 
plentiful dams and wooded slopes, colour- 
ful plant stalls abounding with a huge vari- 
ety of unusual plant treasures were arrayed 
in a sunny paddock and beneath an avenue 
of pines. 

Specialist plant growers came from all 
parts of NSW, as well as from South 
Australia, Victoria and Queensland. Stall 
holders put in much thought and time to 
effectively display their plants. You could 
buy plants for the tropical garden, the cot- 
tage garden, the back paddock and your 
balcony, or you could add to your succu- 
lent collection, your iris collection or even 
your Arisaema or orchid collection. There 
were new hybrids and recently released 
cultivars, unusual variegated forms of the 
usual, Wollemi pines, and plants you have

The stall holders not only offered their 
wonderful plants, they also offered helpful 
advice and knowledge.

R- Tunstall was born at Wollongong 
and grew up in the Illawarra district of 
New South Wales where he developed a 
keen interest in natural history. He studied 
at university to become a teacher and 
worked in the Illawarra until he retired, 
except for a short period in Sydney and 
about two years teaching in Papua New 
Guinea. On retirement he moved to 
Wauchope in the Hastings area of the mid 
north coast of New South Wales. Ron was 
fiercely loyal to anything pertaining to the 
Illawarra area and after retirement 
extended this loyalty to include Wauchope 
and the Hastings area. 

Ron was a dedicated naturalist who was 
blessed with a discerning eye. Although he 
was interested in a wide range of plant and 
animal groups, native orchids were his pri- 
mary focus and he travelled far and wide 
over Australia to see them in their natural 
habitat. Ron was also a keen photographer 
and he amassed a prodigious collection of 
slides taken not only in the wild but also in 
private collections and at orchid society 
meetings. 

Ron was a true character of the orchid 
world. His personality was intense, some- 
times off-putting and he was dogmatic and 
persistent in pursuit of a goal. Once on a 
subject he pursued it to the end, consider- 
ing all possibilities and compiling detailed

lists of queries that needed to be answered 
before he was satisfied. His persistence is 
well exemplified in his pursuit of knowl- 
edge about the type localities of native 
orchids and which species was the best fit 
for any taxon. Detailed consideration of the 
manuscripts of early botanists was often 
followed up by trips to the area looking at 
the range of species growing there and 
making decisions about which taxa were 
the best fit. This would then be followed by 
discussions with botanists, whom he regu- 
larly challenged about their views, and he 
was often right. Once into a particular 
group of orchids he followed up all leads, 
no matter how tenuous. Over the years he 


became a valuable mine of information 
which he imparted freely to others. 

Ron discovered numerous new orchid 
species during his travels and he was 
instrumental in making many collections 
for the herbarium at Canberra, some of 
which have been used as types. One 
species, Bunochilus (Pterostylis) tunstalli, 
has been named in his honour and a Diuris 
that he found recently will also be named 
after him. Ron had an unusual species con- 
cept and believed that there are numerous 
unnamed species out there that the 
botanists have overlooked. One could say 
he was the ultimate “splitter” but then 
again he did find many new species and 
with modern molecular studies turning up 
genetic anomalies in what appear to be well 
established species, perhaps he was cor- 
rect. 

Ron Tunstall died suddenly in the John 
Hunter Hospital in Newcastle on 29th 
October 2005. Ron’s legacy will endure in 
his slides, the specimens he collected for 
CANB, in the memory of his friends and 
especially in his legacy of leaving his estate 
to the Australian Orchid Foundation to pro- 
mote and conserve his beloved native 
orchids. He will be missed. |

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Fifty Golden Years — 
Shoalhaven Orchid Society (1956-2006)

eginning in 1956 the Shoalhaven 

Orchid Society has reached its 50th 
year but the seed which germinated as the 
Shoalhaven Orchid Society was sown two 
years earlier when a core of orchid grow- 
ers exhibited their orchids in 1954 and also 
the following year, at flower shows under 
the auspices of the Nowra Horticultural 
Society. 

Following the success of these orchid 
exhibitions, a group gathered in April 
1956 to form the then Shoalhaven Orchid 
Association, which only a few months 
later became the Shoalhaven Orchid 
Society. This was in the year the Olympic 
Games were celebrated for the first time in 
the southern hemisphere and also the com- 
mencement of television broadcasting in 
Australia. 

Some orchid societies unfortunately do 
not manage to operate for such a period of 
time but the Shoalhaven Orchid Society 
continues strongly, with 2005 being a most 
successful year with more members 
attending meetings (average 51 per month) 
and more plants exhibited at monthly 


meetings (average 132 per month). A 
record benching of 207 plants was also 
seen at the November 2005 meeting. 

A sub-committee had been formed fol- 
lowing the 2006 Annual General Meeting 
to plan the event and ideas for the celebra- 
tion were the subject of great deliberation. 
The history of the society had been written 
up to the 40th year in 1996 and the com- 
pletion of the remaining 10 years was well 
underway with the deadline in mind. 
Entomologist/caterer, Mary Ahonen, vol- 
unteered to make a cake worthy of the 
occasion. Trevor Hughes decided the soci- 
ety needed a quality sign to use at regional 
displays, Brian and Lynne Phelan arranged 
for the slab of wood which was supplied 
free of charge by Lynne’s brother and 
Martin Montebello had the contacts to get 
the sign laser cut. Martin also volunteered 
to coat the sign with numerous layers of 
stain to ensure a long lasting piece of work, 
resulting in a first class sign about 1.2m x 
35cm. 

It was in that spirit that 98 people 
assembled at the Nowra Golf Club on

April 6th to celebrate “50 Golden Years” 
of orchid appreciation in the Nowra dis- 
trict. . 

Speeches were kept to a minimum with 
President John Webb (elected in February 
2006) welcoming the Mayor of the City of 
Shoalhaven, Councillor Greg Watson, 
society Patron, Joanna Gash MP and Mrs 
Phyllis Murn who represented the Orchid 
Society of New South Wales and spoke on 
behalf of the OSNSW President and mem- 
bers. Clr Watson then welcomed all mem- 
bers and guests on behalf of the City and 
Council. Other guests were well known 
orchid personality David Banks, accompa- 
nied by his wife Louanne and daughter 
Rebekah. Also attending was South Coast 
native orchid identity, Leo Cady of Kiama 
and his wife Christine. 

Prior to the evening, specially designed 
A4 size invitations were sent to all mem- 
bers as an insert with the Newsletter. Life 
Members and invited guests were sent an 
individual invitation.

Hi’ you ever been on a jaunt through 
the bush doing what you like to do, 
(looking for orchids) and encountered 
something you had never seen before (even 
in your local haunt) and wondered what 
exactly it is and why have you not seen it 
on any number of previous occasions? Jam 
sure we have all been in that position and 
cursed because your favourite 
Botanist/Taxonomist was not close at hand 
for an immediate identification. Of course 
you can always send a flower or photo at a 
later date but in the meantime confusion 
reigns. It also seems each member of the 
group has a different slant on which species 
you may have found. If you happen to be 
on your own you are in more trouble than 
you can imagine. 

At this point one of three things can hap- 
pen. A political decision can be made 
which will see the identification of the

orchid indefinitely deferred by allotting it a 
term known as sp. aff. something or other, 
thus becoming a “Splitter”. On the other 
hand another non-decision can be made by 
saying “I disagree, as it looks like so and so 
species, and must not be meddled with”. 
Now you have become a “Lumper”. 

Few people can instantly recognise 
everything and say, yes that is “Species A” 
or “Species B”. The frustrating and often 
infuriating thing about doing this is some 
things stay like this forever which is a most 
unsatisfactory situation. Then again there 
are those who can readily apply a name to 
everything without any doubt. I have often 
wondered how many differences or simi- 
larities must be determined before any 
species could be correctly identified but a 
Straight answer to that question always 
goes begging. How often have you heard “I 
can tell you what it isn’t but not what it is”? 


I must at this point say “that is not my 
favourite phrase”. 

In these days of DNA sampling, we are 
assumed to have the knowledge to properly 
assess the true identity (or otherwise) of 
any species and therefore assign to it a cor- 
rect taxonomic status. Although DNA is, I 
have been informed, not as finite as some 
would believe, but certainly a most neces- 
sary modern tool used in positive scientific 
assessments. 

This untrained amateur has occasionally 
encountered orchids in the field, which do 
not fall into line with what is seen in the 
many books used for identification. As 
most would do, I initially look closely the 
plant in question for identification, or my 
photo of it, considering the time of year, 
location, habitat, leaf shape, number and 
colour of leaves, both front and back of the 
flower and occasionally the height above

| sea level. The last facet has always been a 
| mystery to me, for I have never been able 
| to qualify when sea level ends and altitude 
| begins although I do feel it can differ 
depending on the species in question. 
| I have been involved for several years 
| with Prasophyllum affine and it is alleged 
to be a species, which occurs at sea level or 
| thereabouts. The local plants occur at 10 
metres above sea level in two locations 
around Jervis Bay and another site nearby 
but the type location is listed as being from 
South Head to Botany Bay. The topo- 
graphical map of the area shows much of 
the coastline from South Head to Botany 
Bay has a cliff line in the 50 metre range, 
so obviously P. affine was originally com- 
fortable in what was once coastal heath 
land.

tive, it was suggested suitable areas of 
Maddens Plains above Wollongong be 
investigated. When I was asked to do this 
survey, I purchased the necessary maps to 
find the area of survey was 380m above sea 
level and I considered I was on a fool’s 
errand. Despite the area being five kilome- 
tres from the coast and P. affine considered 
a coastal species I thought the altitude 
would be the stumbling block and it was. 
For those who believe in Fairy Tales I am 
sorry but not only did I not find P. affine, I 
did not see an orchid of any type in the 
areas determined by Water Board and 
NPWS vegetation studies and other likely 
areas I surveyed. 

On my wanderings, I have noted 
Cymbidium suave ina variety of trees, from 
Scribbly Gum, Spotted Gum, Melaleuca, 
Banksia and even the occasional 
Rainforest tree with one specimen com- 
fortable on a rock at the base of a large 
eucalypt. Several years ago, I noted some 
seedlings of the Christmas Orchid 
Calanthe triplicata in fallen trees and the 
stumps of trees logged some decades ago 
and recently I returned to this site to see if 
any had actually flowered. It seems this 
species also is not fussy as numerous plants 
in fallen trees and old stumps have grown 
well and are happily producing good 
racemes of flowers. 

In late 2004 I was at a site at which the 
rediscovery of the rare spider orchid 
Arachnorchis tessellata (syn. Caladenia 
tessellata) was made and among. the 
numerous species in situ (23 to date) were 
several oddities. One was possibly an 
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Thelymitra ixioides forma alba (Ulladulla) 


apparent A. tessellata hybrid, although I 
saw no other species in the area with which 
it might have exchanged some pollen. In 
addition, just a few metres distant was a 
different looking Diuris, which at first I 
thought might have been D. aurea but a 
second study had me thinking that this 
Donkey Orchid was D. sulphurea or possi- 
bly D. platichila. Despite what I might 
have said previously, I have decided to 
place this orchid (species/hybrid) in the too 
hard basket. 

On a visit to the same site a week later, I 
again saw a single different Diuris, which 
did not comply with any species or hybrid 
in any book I studied. At this point, I con- 
sidered having my eyes re-tested but at 
another site nine kilometres to the east, I 
found this same odd Diuris but this time 
about ten plants. I was unsure how to feel, 
as 10 metres distant was a good colony of 
D. sulphurea but again no other Diuris 
species, which might have formed a union 
to create the oddity. 

Perhaps it is my particular mindset, 
which draws me to the odd things but I 
have been told not to worry, as I am told 
good psychiatric help is available through 
Medicare. I think several trips to these sites 
in the 2006 season and beyond will be nec- 
essary to satisfy my curiosity and perhaps 
re-establish my sanity. My bush outings are 
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Diuris sp. aff. platichila (Braidwood:Rd) 


normally made without company, mostly 
because of my odd hours of work but occa- 
sionally I feel I could appreciate expert at- 
hand advice. If you think all the above is a 
cry for help you might be correct, because 
I feel sure, I am not the only bushland wan- 
derer to see something odd from time to 
time, then spend untold frustrating hours 
trying to determine exactly what it is [have 
seen and photographed. 

Along with others who bushwalk I have 
seen species with a greater flower count 
than indicated in books and publications, 
for example Genoplesium baueri with 
eight flowers when the maximum is con- 
sidered to be six, (usually 1-3) or 
Prasophyllum striatum with 12 flowers, 
where the maximum is considered to be 10. 
As for A. tessellata, most plants bore a sin-

gle flower, several plants exhibited two 
flowers and one lone plant was observed 
with three flowers. This proves two things. 
I am reasonably observant; the other being 
the person who wrote the book could not 
possibly have covered every known site for 
all species and some Iam sure seasonal dif- 
ferences must be taken into account. I also 
noted various colour forms of our local 
Duck Orchids (Caleana spp.), an albino 
form of the normally blue Sun Orchid, 
Thelymitra ixioides and a very rare Beard 
Orchid (Calochilus sp. aff. grandiflorus). 

I consider my bushwalking activities to 
be important psychological reparation after 
working 12 hour shifts but if I continue to 
place myself in a position of not being able 
to identify the things I find then I might 
need more than a good walk to achieve 
peace of mind. Therefore, I have decided to 
form a self-help group to be known as 
“Orchanon” and the free voluntary mem- 
bership is specifically for those who feel 
the need to speak with others in a similar 
position in order to get through those tough 
times. Just contact the writer via E-mail. 

The moral of the story is, get out there 
and have a look. Surely I cannot be the only 
person who encounters those odd inexplic- 
able species? |

smuggled into Britain from 
Malaysia two years ago, may be returned 
to its natural habitat. 

The Sabah Wildlife Department 
received confirmation late last month 
that British Customs, which seized 
plants of the spectacular slipper orchid 
Paphiopedilum rothschildanum and 
other rare orchids from researcher Dr 
Lim Sian Tiong, is discussing how best 
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to return the orchids with Kew Gardens, 
where they are being cared for. 

Deputy director Laurentius Ambu 
said: “We don’t know exactly when 
we'll get our orchids back.” 
Paphiopedilum rothschildanum is only 
found on Mount Kinabalu. Although a 
large part of the mountain is a protected 
area, the species does grow outside the 
park, and is sold at a handful of roadside 
stalls for the price of a plate of fried rice. 


It is a protected plant under the Sabah 
Wildlife Conservation Enactment 1997. 

Officials confiscated the orchids from 
Lim, a scientist, at Heathrow Airport. 
Lim pleaded guilty to 13 charges of 
smuggling 126 rare Asian slipper 
orchids into Britain. |

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CULTURAL NOTES 


Australian Natives 


The middle of winter is a fairly quiet time on 
the native orchid scene. While there aren’t many 
epiphytes in bloom, there are lots of terrestrials 
in all their extraordinary forms to be seen now. 
The culture of these is very different to the epi- 
phytic natives and many are impossible to main- 
tain in cultivation, although a few, such as 
Pterostylis nutans, are easy enough to grow if 
you can provide the care they need. As most of 
these plants are deciduous over summer they 
don,t have the water demands of other natives 
such as the Sarcanthinae. But then, not every- 
one is content to look at pots of bare dirt for a 
couple of months either. 

There is much to native orchid culture that 
means trying to beat the natural climate of 
where you live. Growers love plants that origi- 
nate from areas vastly different to where they 
live. They will choose very showy plants of 
tropical origin to grow in temperate areas, 
meaning the need for artificial heat. Even our 
cool-growing natives may need protection in 
many inland areas. While the minimum temper- 
atures of the areas they come from seem quite 
low, the plants grow in protected niches where 
they get warm sunlight, often in the morning, 
and are out of chilling winds. There is usually 
good tree cover providing protection from frost. 
You need to be aware of the conditions in your 
growing area and know what your collection 
needs to thrive. The challenge is to ensure that 
they are at their best and not just surviving. This 
gets more complicated as hybrids of mixed 
parentage continue to increase. Do they take 
after the warm or cool growing parents? As 
hybrid complexity increases they will become 
more standardised in cultural requirements as 
has occurred with other groups of orchids such 
as cattleyas where there are warm and cool 
growing ones selected for their flowers and not 
usually the species they originated from, unless 
your are into species growing and this is a sep- 
arate interest in itself that can be very reward- 
ing. Watch and study them to learn what they 
need. This is what orchid culture is about. 

Many growers who work don,t get to see 
much of their plants in daylight at this time of 
year so it is important to get into the bushhouse 
whenever you can to be sure things are OK. 
Check for plants that don,t get any warm winter 
sun. Look for the effect of summer growth on 
nearby trees. The low angle of the sun can mean 
a small amount of growth on a neighbours tree 
can block sunlight. Dealing with that kind of 
problem may need some diplomacy and cre- 
ativity. It might just be your own larger plants 
that cause problems. 

This is the time when the spring flowering 
natives develop their racemes so care is needed 
to ensure they are not damaged. Watch that they 
don,t get tangled in the leaves and growths of 
plants. Gently release them if they do. They are 
best straightened out early so they can develop 
properly. Be careful as the racemes are very brit- 
tle and can snap off. Continue to clean up any 
dead leaves and pseudobulbs. Remove any ferns 
and weeds from your pots. 

Take care pests don,t munch on developing 
flowers. Snails and slugs seem to enjoy taking a 
chunk out of the raceme so that it can no longer 
support the flowers. Aphids suck sap and cause 


spotting or deformity of flowers. Fortunately 
most pests are less active in winter, but they will 
be out and about once the weather warms up and 
it is really annoying to care for plants all year 
only to have blooms ruined as they open. 

During winter, natives need less water but 
remember that mounted plants dry out regard- 
less and those blooms that are developing need 
some water. Water early in the day so it is 
absorbed before the cold of night and any frost 
can freeze and cause damage or kill plants. 
Fertiliser can be stopped over winter, let the 
water flush pots to freshen up the media a bit by 
washing out excess fertiliser left from summer. 
If it rains lightly and remains overcast, take the 
opportunity to get some extra water on plants if 
they are dry, as it will usually remain warmer 
overnight. 

Get ready for repotting now. You will be glad 
you did when you start work later and find 
everything is just where you need it. If you wash 
pots (and who doesn’t recycle when they have 
only had one healthy owner?) get into the warm 
winter sun and start scrubbing and soaking. Use 
gloves and be sure to disinfect with bleach or 
whatever you have so that you are sure they are 
really clean. Pots that had sick plants are best 
destroyed to remove the risk of passing on a 
virus or other disease. 

Stock up on new, clean media in quantities to 
cope with the numbers of plants you will need 
to repot when flowering is over. It is very frus- 
trating to spend a day repotting only to get to the 
last few plants and find that the grade of media 
they need has run out! Don’t reuse potting 
media from orchids. Save it for ferns and other 
foliage plants that are kept away from your 
orchids or use it on the garden as water saving 
mulch. If an orchid is obviously sick, dispose of 
the media along with the plant so it won’t come 
into contact with orchids again. 

Be wary of changing to an entirely new 
media as there are many tales of woe out there 
amongst growers who thought they were onto 
something good only to find it didn’t suit their 
growing environment and they lost many plants 
or years of growth. Water quality varies greatly 
so use anything drastically new with caution. 
The fertiliser you use can also have an effect. 

This is not the time to repot or deflask unless 
you live in the tropics. 

A heated or enclosed house will need to be 
watched to ensure humidity levels are main- 
tained to suit the plants. Tropical natives are 
subject to wet and dry seasons, so keeping them 
dry over winter will both protect them from cold 
damage as well as imitate their natural environ- 
ment. 

Enjoy what blooms you have and prepare for 
the busy season ahead. 


Cattleyas 


Make sure your plants are now under cover 
for the winter. If you have a heated house set 
thermostat at around 10 degrees Celsius. 

Make sure you give your plants plenty of 
light or you could end up with soft spindly 
growth. 

A monthly application of MAJOR CARP® 
could help produce good health roots and nice 
bulbs especially if you have alternated the fer- 
tilizers with the now famous MERRI FERT!

Watch for garlic snails when moving your 
plants in under cover. Mesurol W.P. spray is very 
good, but very expensive. Follow instructions 
that are on the packet very carefully. It really is 
only suitable for commercial growers. | 


Cymbidiums 

All cymbidium growers are now getting 
excited as most growers will have started the 
flowering season! Now is the time to make sure 
your flowers will be Al. Stake all flowering 
racemes. Keep them as straight as possible and or 
use NIE-CO-ROLS to help the racemes along. 
Tie leaves away from the racemes-not too tight. 
Point the racemes to the sun, that is to the north. 
Once the buds leave the sheaf, make sure the 
plants are under cover. Hopefully you have no 
mites or fungal problems, as it is now too late to 
do anything about it. Commercial growers have 
used PYRANICA® to control mites when plants 
are in bud. Some phyto could be expected on 
some clones. In the old days we would dust the 
plants with TOMATO or DERRIS DUST with 
good results. 

Do not over water during winter. Weekly 
should do. Fertilise weekly with MERRI FERT. 
Once buds leave sheaf you could apply some 
AGRIDEX 35 (KDL) to increase size and depth 
of colour. If you live in a frost pron area, you 
should spray ENVY® on the plants that are left 
outside in the shade house. Don’t forget to place 
a few snail pellets on all plants for snail protec- 
tion. 

Finally, if we get a wet winter, give your plants 
in the shade house a drench with AGRIFOS 600® 
or ANTI ROT®. This is to help control bulb and 
root rots over the winter period. a 


Paphiopedilum 

Paphiopedilum hybirds are well into their 
flowering season. Most of the whites and early 
greens will be in flower, together with some of 
the coloured varieties. Many of the modern 
hybirds, particularly those with spotted flowers, 
will not flower until spring. Flower quality 
depends upon several factors; those under your 
control at this time of year are watering, feeding, 
staking and light. 

During winter paphiopedilums do not require 
frequent watering. Whilst the actual frequency 
will depend upon the weather, the type of hous- 
ing and the state of the potting mixture, you must 
resist the temptation to pick up the hose unless 
the plants are moderately dry. When you do 
water, water early on a sunny day and water thor- 
oughly. After every third or fourth watering allow 
the plants to drain for half an hour or so and then 
water with weak Aquasol (about half strength). 

Staking is important if you want to avoid 
asymmetrical flowers. Try to encourage the 
stems to grow upright from the start. You will be 
able to support the growing stem with a loose tie 
acouple of inches or so below the bud. When the 
stem is fully grown and the bud about to open, 
lean the pot forward about fifteen degrees or so 
and keep it in this position until the flower has 
been open about a week; this will cause th flow- 
ers to “look up” a little. 

Adequate light is very important for quality 
flowers. If at all possible, the amount of shading 
should be reduced considerably from mid-May 
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until early September. This will result in larger, 
brighter flowers and longer - yes, longer - 
stronger stems; the plants will also benefit by 
continuing their growth cycle, albeit at a slower 
rate, through the winter months. 

Although potting is best left until spring, any 
plant which is not doing well should be repotted 
into fresh mixture as soon as it is noticed, no mat- 
ter what the season. If the roots have rotted away, 
dip the “bare rooted” plant in Fongarid and stake 
it firmly. 

As a general rule the green-leaved hybirds can 
be grown quite well in cold conditions provided 
they are protected from heavy frost. Those with 
heated glasshouses do not need more than about 
six degrees centigrade, although young seedlings 
will benefit from somewhat warmer conditions. 
Maudiae types are really warm growers and 
require about fifteen degrees to do well. | 


Phalaenopsis 


By the time you read these notes winter will be 
with us. Now is the time to turn your heater on and 
ask your bank manager for a loan to pay for the heat- 
ing bill. I usually set the thermostat to around 18 
degrees Celsius. I have found, the higher the night 
temperature, the bigger the flowers and more on the 
spikes. Remember, to try and keep the day temper- 
atures higher than the night temperature. When tem- 
peratures rise, you must increase the plants nutrient 
levels. One of Sydney’s best phalaenopis growers 
from the Hills District has the right balance of grow- 
ing temperatures and nutrient intake. She has 
watched her plants very carefully over the years for 
this level of growth, and as she says, perfection is 
still a long way off, but Iam always learning. 

With the end of autumn and the beginning of 
winter, plants are ready for the magnesium treat- 
ment. This is very important, as it encourages the 
plants to produce new flower spikes and keeps 
the plants in good health over the winter months. 
First of-all you must stop all applications of all 
nutrients. Apply magnesium sulphate foliar at 
130 grams in 100 litres of water. Give plants three 
or four applications a week apart before winter 
hits. While giving your plants this treatment keep 
plants just damp. After giving your plants the 
magnesium treatment you can resume your win- 
ter fertilizer programme. Many growers these 
days like to use PETERS Cal Mag high “K” or 
EXCELL HI “K”, apply weekly at label rates. 

Watch for mealy bugs. You could spray with 
ECO OIL® or maybe LEBAYCID®, but watch 
your flowers as these two products could mark 
your blooms. (LEBAYCID® is registed for use 
on ornamentals). 

Once you turn your heater on you may have to 
irrigate every four or five days. Watch the 
weather. 

If you start getting leaf spots, spray with 
HYSAN® at label rates. a 


Vandaceous 


Watering:— Cut back on watering during cooler 
months. Depending on local conditions, a good 
watering every three days should be sufficient. 
Water only in mornings. Avoid watering at all on 
cold or bleak days. 

Light:— Strap leaf vandas and ascocendas require 
50% shade. If you wish to move narrow leafed van- 
daceous plants (i.e. terete and semi-terete vandas, 


Mokaras, Arandas, etc.) from a shade house to full 
sunlight, then now is a good time to move them. 

Fertiliser:— Reduce fertilising to once per fort- 
night alternating between — 

(1) Inorganic low nitrogen — Campbells A, 
Flowfeed HP8, Aqua K or Phostrogen. 

(2) Wuxall, Nitrosol or Fish Emulsion. 

Pest Control:— Spray with a fungicide every 6 
weeks e.g. Daconil, Ridomil MZ WP, Mancozeb or 
Wettable Sulphur. 

If insects or scale are a problem spray with 
Diazanon, Malathion or Pyrethrum. 

Watch for mite damage (i.e. Red Spider, false 
spider, etc.) and treat with a miticide such as 
Kelthan or Tedion. |

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The Principles of ACS Judging 
Explained — Part Two 


he Australian Cymbidium Society pro- 

vides a national awards system for cym- 
bidiums that is recognised by the 
International Handbook Committee of the 
International Orchid Commission, along- 
side other major national and international 
systems. The awards provided cover tradi- 
tional quality awards under the following 
classifications: First Class Certificate 
(FCC); Award of Merit (AM); Highly 
Commended Certificate (HCC); and, 
Certificate of Botanical Merit (CBM). 
There are also provisions for an Award of 
Quality (AQ) and Certificates of Excellence 
for a number of specific features. 

I’ll endeavour to explain what each award 
is, and how and why it may be awarded in 
each case but, first, a few thoughts and com- 
ments about awards and why they exist. 

Awards recognise a level of quality, cul- 
ture, an outstanding feature or, in some 
cases, a combination of these features. 
Others recognise achievement in hybridis- 
ing, a specific rarity, or a difficulty in culture

(usually in the case of species cymbidiums). 

Awards differ from other forms of recog- 
nition such as champion of show winners in 
that a show champion is judged against the 
other entrants in that particular show in what 
may be termed as best entry on the day. 
Awards are given where the quality and/or 
attributes, or culture of a plant, are compared 
against known standards and benchmarks 
for the particular size of flower, type, colour, 
or breeding of an exhibit. In the previous 
issue of AOR (April/May) we looked at 
judging parameters and it is those guidelines 
which would be applied as confirmed in the 
judging handbook. 

Clause H. All plants, to be eligible for 
award judging, must have been owned 
and grown for a minimum of six months 


by the exhibitor. 
Clause I. All cymbidiums will be eligi- 
ble for award consideration. 


Cymbidiums will be judged according to 
the criteria described in the ACS judging 
philosophy. Parentage may be taken into

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account. Large Flowered and small stan- 
dard type cymbidiums must have a mini- 
mum of seven fully open flowers. 

Clause J. Reference to expert advisors 
regarding expectation for a hybrid, 
together with updates on recent breeding 
trends, will be encouraged. Reciprocal 
cooperation with interstate and overseas 
bodies regarding their awarded cymbidi- 
ums will be sought. 

Clause K. Benchmark photographic 
slides will be required and used to estab- 
lish a library that reflects the standards 
required for each award. Three slides, 
one each of the whole plant and flowers, a 
raceme, and a single flower are required. 
These slides will not represent the stan- 
dard specifically, but will demonstrate 
the features that are appropriate to that 
standard. 

In these clauses we have the parameters 
which guide award judging and outline the 
standards applied. In simple terms it means 
that judges are required to apply ACS judg-

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ing philosophy along with reference to the 
standards set. In most cases, reference to 
pictures or written descriptions of recent 
awards won’t be necessary. The judges will 
know these plants and may have been on the 
original awarding panels in many cases. The 
sharing of information and building of a 
slide reference library are aimed at provid- 
ing a resource to be drawn upon when nec- 
essary, and as training tools as required. 

As an example, an exhibitor may bench a 
large flower green Cymbidium which the 
judges (or owner) consider worth looking at 
for a possible award. As well as looking 
closely at the features of this exhibit and 
assessing its quality and condition, the 
judges may compare it with other awarded 
large flower greens they know in order to aid 
them in deciding whether it is worthy of an 
award and what award, if any, it should 
receive. 

The award judging process involves all 
judges present (and there must be a mini- 
mum of five judges to judge a plant nomi- 
nated for an award) viewing the nominated 
plant and filling out a form with the award 
level they think appropriate written in, 
together with a total number of points out of 
a specified 100. 

While the ACS system of judging does 
not require, or advocate, “pointing up” in 


the traditional sense, an award score is 
required for the quality awards of FCC, AM 
and HCC as there is an available mini- 
mum/maximum range for these awards. To 
gain an HCC a plant must score between 
75-79.9 points, for an AM a plant must 
score between 80-84.9 points, and to gain 
an FCC a plant must score between 85-100 
points. 

To ensure the fairest possible process, 
judges may not discuss the plant in question 
during award judging, nor show their judg- 
ing sheet to other judges. The points 
awarded by each judge are then tallied and 
averaged to determine the award given (if 
the plant is successful in gaining an award). 
There are checks and balances which apply 
in the process to ensure that each plant is 
treated fairly and each judge is fulfilling 
their role properly. A limit of variation 
between scores is applied and any judge 
whose score varies too far from the average 
will be required to explain why and also 
have their score removed from the resulting 
award scoring. The reason for accurately 
and carefully considered scores is most 
apparent where a‘plant may be receiving 
points around the upper and lower levels 
between two quality awards. If judges are 
coming up with numbers between say 83 
and 86 then that plant is either going to gain 
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ahigh AM or achieve a higher score award- 
ing it an FCC. 

At times, given that all ACS judges are 
also Cymbidium growers themselves, a 
judge officiating at a show or meeting may 
have a plant under consideration for an 
award, or a plant they have an interest in 
(they may have been the hybridiser even 
though someone else owns and is showing 
the plant) may be being judged. In those 
cases the judge in question must make 
known their interest and can take no part in 
the judging process while that plant us under 
consideration (ideally this would be done 
quietly and to the panel leader). In all cases 
it is important that the plant is judged on its 
merits, not on the basis of who owns it, or 
who hybridised it. Until judging is finished 
judges should not be told who the owner of 
a plant under consideration is, and nor 
should they enquire. 

Under some judging systems a plant 
owner is required to nominate their plant for 
award consideration and the ACS will look 
at plants at the owner’s request but, more 
often, the ACS will also actively identify 
plants worthy of consideration for an award. 
The reason for this approach is that a grower 
may not be aware of how good their plant is 
in award terms, and a system which relies 
solely on owners nominating their plants

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means that it is often only the more experi- 
enced growers who tend to win awards. 

Certificates of Excellence (CE) awards 
are given to cymbidiums which exhibit spe- 
cific features worthy of recognition such as: 
a) distinctive feature — outstanding colour or 
markings; b) superior flower form; c) supe- 
rior floral display — as in specimen plants; 
and d) outstanding culture. A Cymbidium 
which is awarded a CE may or may not 
receive a quality award as well. Examples 
where the awarding of a quality award and 
CE’s might be when a plant worthy of a 
quality award also exhibits a superior floral 
display and/or outstanding culture, or the 
flowers display a distinctive feature of some 
sort. 

An ACS Award of Quality (AQ) is a spe- 
cific award designed to recognise achieve- 
ment in hybridising with regard to a partic- 
ular crossing. In the case where at least five 
(5) superior seedlings of one grex, grown 
from a single seed capsule, by the same 
grower, are shown together the award can be 
granted. At least one of the group should 
receive a quality award or CE for the group 
to gain the AQ. Under most systems which 
award AQ’s a quality award is required in all 
cases, but the ACS made the decision to 
allow a CE to substitute for a quality award 
in cases where the awarding of an HCC, AM 


or FCC may be inappropriate due to the 
flower type, such as in the case of novelty 
types, cut flower types, or pot plant types. 
Parentage is obviously a factor in determin- 
ing what is reasonable is such cases. 

Finally, a Certificate of Botanical Merit 
(BCM) is probably the rarest award of all, 
given that the conditions leading to it being 
granted are the most specific. The award can 
only be conferred on a species or natural 
hybrid and can only be given once to that 
particular species or natural hybrid under 
consideration. The plant should be healthy, 
well established, and the flowers should be 
appropriate to the species or natural hybrid 
under consideration. It is expected to be rare 
in cultivation. So, for a CMB to be granted, 
it is clearly not enough to have a rare 
Cymbidium come in to your possession — 
there must also be evidence that not only is 
itis being grown well but that it has been for 
some time. 

While award judging can be quite com- 
plex and rely heavily on the experience of 
judges acquired through study and over 
time, I hope that this article has at least 
demystified the rules and processes. 

There are a few growers who, on being 
told that their plant was granted an award, 
sometimes ask why — but in almost every 
case of a grower who is told that their plant 


was not successful, they will want to know 
why. It is important that on these occasions 
a clear explanation is given. It is often the 
case that advice will also be given as it may 
well be that the plant in question may have 
been let down in some way such as flower 
damage, plant immaturity, poor culture, or 
some other rectifiable factors and, in these 
cases, the grower may be advised about 
what to do and that the plant could very well 
receive an award on a subsequent flowering. 
As an example, the famous Cym. Jubilation 
‘Geronimo’ FCC/AOC was originally 
awarded an HCC when shown but, a few 
years later, a much improved flowering ona 
more mature plant realised its full potential. 
This sort of improvement won’t necessarily 
apply in all cases but, if a relatively young 
and immature plant receives a quality award 
it may well be worth another look once the 
plant is bigger and stronger. 

Next issue we will look at show judging 
and the judging of displays at the National 
Cymbidium Show. Until then, good grow- 
ing, good luck, and remember . . . if you 
have a Cymbidium which you believe has 
real potential then treat it well and give the 
judges every chance to see it at its best. Hl

In the flowering season their nursery is a pop- 
ular stop for orchid club bus tours, by appointment. 

Large flower cymbidiums are certainly the mainstay of 
Kimberley’s production and hybridising program, but Joyce and 
Jenny’s influence has led to the development of a fine collection 
of cymbidiums of other sizes and types to complement Peter S 
large flower breeding lines. While Kimberley Orchids has 
achieved show success with intermediate and miniature cymbid- 
iums, and even native Dendrobium species, it is the breeding of 
large flower type cymbidiums we will concentrate on here. 
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Kimberley Hybrids

It has been some years since Kimberley Orchids was last fea- 
tured in these pages and the relatively quiet time of mid-autumn 
seemed like an ideal time to visit the nursery and talk to Peter 
about Kimberley’s breeding program. 

Anyone who knows Peter knows that he is a quietly-spoken 
and unassuming man who is not given to self-promotion and is 
humble about his achievements but always helpful and willing to 
share his knowledge with anyone. The following are his thoughts 
and comments. 

While Peter has been growing orchids, particularly cymbidi- 
ums, for over 50 years he only began hybridising some 16 years 
ago, shortly before the establishment of Kimberley Orchids at the 
current Devon Meadows property. In that time Kimberley 
Orchids has registered 36 of their own crossings, with the num- 
ber of hybrids made each year gradually growing. The 2000 
breeding season saw some 40 crossings sent to the laboratory. 

In Peter’s early years of hybridising cymbidiums only two or 
three flasks of any crossing were grown on at the nursery but, in 
more recent years, this has increased to up to ten flasks per cross- 
ing being produced due to demand from other growers for 
Kimberley’s hybrid seedlings and flasks. Peter aims to produce 
hybrids in two distinct types — for cut flower use and for more 
show bench oriented results — although he is well aware that all 
hybridisation is something of a lucky dip. Regardless of how 
much is known, or the level of experience, breeding results will 
often be a surprise. Genetics, whether in plants or animals, is a

complex area and while experience and observation can help in Valley Splash). 

selecting suitable plants to breed together, results are never guar- 
anteed. 

When selecting parents for cut flower type crosses Kimberley 
hybrids aim to have two parent plants which carry large flowers 
as they are looking for hybrids which will produce a high per- 
centage of flowers at 125mm across and over — up to a maximum 
of 150mm. Floriferousness and good spike length, etcetera, are 
also important considerations, as is colour. In fact, for any type of 
hybrid, good colour is regarded as an essential, with labellum 
size, shape and markings being considered as important features 
too. When a percentage of show and award type flowers are 
sought, Peter looks for parent plants which carry those attributes 
of good colour and labellums and one parent which carries large 
flowers — the other parent must have good shape regardless of 
flower size. Spike habit and strength are taken into account and 
parent plants with weak or short spikes must be compensated for AL 
by the other parent plant. Some plants will provide all of the Group of Cym. Kimberley Valley that

above qualities but in cases where a plant may, for example, have 
excellent flower form but be lacking in size, then the other parent 
must have big flowers. Peter likes a large Cymbidium flower and, 
judging by the popularity of Kimberley Orchids hybrids and the 
show and award successes achieved, so do many other 
Cymbidium enthusiasts. 

While Kimberley Orchids have enjoyed considerable success 
on the show bench, and received numerous awards for their own 
hybrids, I was interested to get Peter’s views as to which were the 
most successful Kimberley hybrids. He considers Kimberley’s 
remake of Cym. Julie Hawkes as one of the most successful in 
terms of the number of quality clones produced. Kimberley’s ver- 
sion was made using Cym. Red Beauty ‘Rembrandt’ (also known 
as ‘Netty’) with Cym. Kelly’s Winter ‘Golden Sovereign’ which 
produced a range of large flowers in essentially pastel shades 
from pure whites to pinks and apricot, peach and/or orange 
shades. Both show bench and cut flower type results were 
obtained from the crossing with a high percentage of quality 
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Cym. Kimberley Meadows ‘Green Beret’ AM/COSV 
Glass).

clones resulting from the relatively small number of plants grown 
from flask. 

The other most consistent crossing Kimberley’s have produced 
is their Cym. Kimberley Valley crossing, with numerous show 
wins and awards going to a variety of clones grown by Kimberley 
Orchids themselves, and by other growers who obtained flasks or 
a few seedlings. Made by combining Cym. Valley Zenith and 
Cym. Allumination, Cym. Kimberley Valley has carried the best 
qualities of both parents in a high number of the clones produced. 
Peter regards Cym. Kimberley Valley ‘Malibu’ as the best of the 
cross in his possession, with several clones receiving award 
recognition — six clones from the crossing shown at a National 
Cymbidium Show received an Award of Quality (AQ). Victorian 
grower, Andy Tran, was lucky enough to get a seedling of the 
Cym. Kimberley Valley cross that he named ‘Templestowe’ and 
which, on two showings in consecutive seasons, gained him a 
COSV award and _ three champion class wins, including By s a.

Among other Kimberley Orchids hybrids to have seen success 
on the show bench are: Cym. Kimberley Meadows (Pure Zumma 
x Green Glass) with the variety ‘Green Beret’ receiving an 
AM/COSV award and winning Champion of Show at The Glen 
show in 2000, and Grand Champion at the Cymbidium Festival 
held at Ararat the following year; Cym. Kimberley Lady (Red 
Valley x Valley Splash) produced a number of quality clones 
including the striking ‘Jasmine’; Cym. Kimberley Splash (Khan 
Flame x Valley Splash) ‘Mr. Patrick’ and ‘Calypso’; Cym. 
Kimberley Fair (Kelly’s Winter x Royale Fare); and, Cym. 
Kimberley Wilderness (Cronulla x Alegria) ‘Savannah’. 

As to the future, Kimberley Orchids will continue developing 
large flower type cymbidium hybrids following the same suc- 
cessful formula used to date (although I’m sure Peter’s experi- 
ence and eye for a good orchid play a large part in the process), 
with the results of their own successful hybridising playing an 
ever-expanding role in their parent list. Kimberley Orchids may 
even branch out into intermediate Cymbidium breeding as Peter 
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Cym. Kimberley Fair 
Fare).

admits to having made one intermediate crossing but, unfortu- 
nately, the cross didn’t take and the pod dropped off! 

In recent years, Kimberley Orchids has begun to make limited 
runs of mericlones available due to repeated requests from grow- 
ers. Their policy is to only mericlone awarded plants, or plants 
they consider to be of award quality (although some mericlones 
are produced for pot plant or cut flower use in the nursery). 

On the subject of hybridising, Peter believes that more grow- 
ers should try their hand at it whatever type of cymbidiums they 
are interested in. He sees it as a challenge and very satisfying to 
create your own hybrids and recommends that would-be hybridis- 
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at an OSCOV/Collectors Corner show.

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A Simple and Effective Insecticide

W: have never been overly fond of 
using insecticides more than is 
absolutely necessary, or of using the more 
toxic types indiscriminately if at all, so we 
were happy to try a recipe passed on to us 
some 15 years ago by another orchid 
grower. Since that time we’ve used this 
recipe exclusively and have found it to be 
very effective at wiping out scale, mealy 
bug, red spider, and any other undesirable 
insects which have invaded our orchid 
houses from time to time. 

I’m sure this particular recipe has been 
passed around among orchid growers for a 
very long time and many of you reading 
this may know it or use it. However, for 
those of you who don’t know it, the recipe 
is as follows: 


To make up 500ml of the mixture, add 
10ml of White Oil and 40ml of 4gm 
per litre Pyrethrum to 450ml of water, 
and shake to combine. For larger 
quantities simply multiply the ingredi- 
ent amounts for the desired quantity. 


Pyrethrum 4gm per Litre label. 


We have found the most effective 
method of treating any infestations is to 
spray the plants twice at 10-12 day inter- 
vals, to both kill the active insects with the 
first treatment and then to clean up any 
new insects which may hatch from eggs 
that survive the first spraying. If we find an 
outbreak of pest insects on our plants we 
spray the whole collection using a pressure 
sprayer and making sure that we spray the 
undersides of the leaves and down around 
the bulbs so the insecticide penetrates 
between the leave bases where insects 
often hide. 

We also keep a small 500ml pump pack 
of the mixture on hand when repotting or 
potting up new orchids from any source as 
a matter of course. 

Over the years we have found this brew 
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to be most effective without being fatal to 
the frog population which lives in our 
orchid houses and in and on our plants. 
Likewise, the many jumping spiders 
which also inhabit our orchid houses also 
seem to survive the spray. The spiders 
don’t much like it and can be seen jumping 
off the orchids while spraying is going on, 
but all or most of them do seem to be back 
“at home” on the plants in a day or two. 
The spray doesn’t damage any orchid 


genera we grow besides cymbidiums, 
including paphiopedilums, cattleyas, den- 
drobiums, masdevallias, oncidiums, odon- 
toglossums, sarcochilus and  zygo- 
petalums, nor does it seem to affect the 
flowers if sprayed on plants in bud — 
although we don’t use it on open flowers. 
Still, we don’t spray plants in spike unless 
absolutely necessary either as you can 
never be totally sure of the results under 
particular conditions. We also avoid spray-

ing during periods of extreme heat and 
strong sunlight, usually spraying in the 
evening if we have to during summer 
months. 

We spray when the plant foliage is dry 
to avoid dilution of the mixture and always 
well before the plants will be watered 
again. As our watering system turns on at 
5am during all but the dead of winter, 


spraying the day before watering seems to 
work well. 

While Pyrethrum may be a “natural” 
insecticide, being extracted from 
Pyrethrum daisies, it doesn’t mean it isn’t 
poisonous. However, diluted in this for- 
mula, it presents little risk to people or pets 
(although it is toxic to fish so avoid getting 
it in any fish ponds), but precautions

should always be taken when spraying any 

insecticides, fungicides, or the like. We’d 

recommend following a standardised rou- 

tine for spraying all potentially harmful 

substances and believe it’s only common- 
sense to do so.

f there is one aspect of Cymbidium cul- 

ture which some growers find particu- 
larly daunting it is deflasking small 
seedlings or mericlone plantlets and then 
growing them on from that rather fragile- 
looking stage. But, in truth, growing cym- 
bidiums from flask is not that difficult and 
any grower who is able to provide accept- 
able conditions, and has developed a rea- 
sonable level of culture for their cymbidi- 
ums should have little or no trouble with 
growing them from flask. 

In this article we will look at the basic 
requirements for newly deflasked plants, 
and some options in terms of growing 
methods to get them through the early 
stages of their development. While it is 
true that newly deflasked plants can be 
killed quite quickly if not looked after 
properly, providing them with all they 
need to grow and prosper is much easier 
than most might think. Whether you plant 
out 20 or 30 flasks per year (as we do), or 
many hundreds of flasks in a commercial 
nursery environment, or are considering 
trying your hand with only a flask or two, 
the basic requirements of the plants remain 


the same. 
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Initially, the plants require a protected 
environment without exposure to drastic 
temperature extremes, adequate moisture 
and humidity, gentle air movement, and 
shady but not dark conditions, with spring 
being the optimum time to start off small 
plants from flask. The aim is to avoid harsh 
temperatures (either too hot or too cold) to 
give the plantlets the best possible chance. 
In most Australian Cymbidium growing 
areas, September and October would be 
the best months, although early autumn 
would be okay too, with the plantlets being 
able to establish and adjust to life in a pot 
before winter sets in. 

The important thing to remember is that 
the little plants are coming from an envi- 
ronment of 100% humidity, being fed by 
the nutrient-enriched agar medium in the 
flask, and have been kept in optimum light 
and temperature levels. Once removed 
from their flask they become exposed to a 
much less hospitable environment initially 
and need a little extra care and attention 
until they become established and begin to 
grow. The main aim is to reduce the sever- 
ity of the changes they are exposed to as 
much as is possible as they gradually accli- 


matise to “normal” growing conditions. 

To achieve the maximum stress-free 
transition growers employ various meth- 
ods such as housing newly deflasked 
plants in clear topped propagating boxes, 
placing the cut bottoms of plastic soft 
drink bottles over the plants in their pots, 
and other similar methods. Alternatively, 
the newly deflasked plants may be kept in 
a protected area of the orchid house where 
they receive air movement, but not strong 
winds, moderate temperatures and heavier 
than usual shade with good humidity. 
Keeping newly deflasked plants in a glass 
house is also acceptable as long as they 
receive air movement along with good 
humidity. 

Our preferred method is to keep the 
newly deflasked plants grouped closely 
together and place them in a slightly 
shadier part of the orchid house and sur- 
rounded by slightly larger plants (usually 
one or two year-old seedlings and meri- 
clones) so the little plants are lightly 
shaded by the larger plants and the close- 
ness of the other plants and pots helps to 
keep a good level of humidity around 
them. For the first couple of weeks we 
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keep their potting mix moist (as for all 
cymbidiums) and also mist their leaves 
several times a day to keep humidity up 
and reduce moisture loss through the 
leaves. 

In most Australian areas where cymbid- 
iums grow well, spring temperatures and 
humidity will generally be suitable for 
newly deflasked plants. By boosting the 
humidity in the immediate areas a little 
more, transplant shock is reduced in those 
first few weeks. We would generally begin 
to apply fertiliser as a liquid feed after 
about three weeks, but only at one quarter 
of the manufacturer’s recommended 
strength, and only applied about once a 
fortnight initially. After the first two 
months the new plants are treated the same 
as all of our other cymbidiums, although 
they still grow in their more protected area 
and tightly packed pot rim to pot rim. 

The deflasking process itself is simple 
enough and only requires some basic 
preparation, that being to get a clean bowl 
with a couple of inches of lukewarm water 
in it, some clean paper towelling or news- 
paper, suitable pots, your selected potting 
mix, and some labels and a pencil or per- 
manent marker. 

Prior to opening the flask, hold it upside 
down and give the bottom a sharp tap with 
your other hand to loosen the plants and 
agar. If the flask is a food container type, 
or straight-sided polycarbonate one, sim-

ply remove the lid and lift the mass of 
plants and agar out and place in the bowl 
of water. If the flask has a narrower neck 
than the body and is glass then there are a 
couple of options. The “tried and true” 
method is to wrap the flask in newspaper 
and break the bottom with a sharp blow 
from a hammer. I don’t like broken glass 
either mixed with the plants or possibly 
embedded in my fingers so I prefer the sec- 
ond option — break up the plants and agar 
mass as carefully as possible so as not to 
damage the plants and pull or tip them out 
through the flask’s mouth. 
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Once the plants and agar are in the bowl 
we hold all the leaves together and shake 
the plant mass in the water to wash off the 
agar, teasing it from between the roots if 
necessary. Some growers like the roots to 
be totally clean, but we don’t bother too 
much if a little agar remains as it doesn’t 
seem to hurt. I’ve read about, but never 
tried, leaving the agar on the roots and pot- 
ting the plants up, agar and all. After wash- 
ing the roots we sit the plant mass on paper 
to dry off for a while, perhaps half an hour, 
prior to potting up. 

At this point, you can either pot up all 
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show.

the plants in one pot still in their clump 
from the flask, or separate them out but 
still place them all in one pot, or pot them 
up individually in separate small pots. 
There are pros and cons to all methods and, 
over the years, we’ve used all three with 
good success. For the last nine or ten years 
we’ve potted each flask of plants in a 
clump — the only drawback to that method 
being that compots done in that way must 
be potted on when due or untangling the 
root ball can be a bit of a chore (but we all 
pot on our orchids when we should, don’t 
we?!). We are currently changing over to 
potting deflasked plants individually in 
50mm tubes, except for Aussie native 
cymbidiums (hybrids and species) which 
are generally smaller plants out of the flask 
and possibly benefit from growing in 
clumps until they put on a bit of size. 

Our potting mix for deflasked plants is 
essentially the same as our usual mix except 
that it is a bit finer (smaller sized bark or 
cocopeat). Most growers tend toward a 
finer mix for seedlings given the plants’ 
thinner roots and much smaller pot sizes.

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deflasked plants, make sure the names are 
correct. It is most important that orchids 
have their correct names with them. On the 
back of labels we also record the crossing 
code number from our master register if it 
is one of our own hybrids, as well as the 
date the plants were deflasked . . . on all the 
labels. It’s surprising how quickly one can 
lose track of these details if they are not 
recorded straight away. 

One other consideration when potting 
up plants from flasks is whether to pot up 
every single plant in the flask. Sometimes 
a flask may contain a few very small plants 
in among a majority of bigger ones, or 
some plants may occasionally appear par- 
ticularly weak or substandard in some 
way. While it is tempting to pot up every 
plant from a flask, we always cull out the 
runts if we find any as they usually turn out 
to be more trouble than they are worth. 
However, if you cannot bear to throw them 
away then by all means plant them out 
with the others and see how they go. At 
various stages during the plants’ progress 
from deflasking to flowering size, we cull 
out plants which don’t grow particularly 
well. 

Growing on cymbidiums from flask 
isn’t really that hard at all and, if you don’t 
want a whole flask of a particular crossing 
or mericlone yourself, then you can always 
share a flask with friends, but it certainly is 
nothing to be scared of and can, in fact, be 
quite satisfying by adding another level of 
achievement to your Cymbidium growing.
